OERHAPS the most powerful local unions in 
1 
the country arc those situated in New York 


Pity. They havr> thf larorest membership, and 
pull a heavy oar in internal innal union affairs 
because of this vofinp F.trr-npth and their usual- 
]v large financial resources. Therefore it is to 
he set to the credit nf international officers of 
unions when they boldly stand out against the 
hastv decision? of these powerful locals and 
refuse to back them in illegal practices. Tt takes 
courage which is not without its costs. 


A case in point is Ihe outlaw strike of the 


newspaper pressmen in New York City, now 
under way. Like all of the unions concerneM 
with the production of newspapers there is a j 
clause in the employers' contracts with the j 
pressmen providing for arbitration in case of 
.failure to agree on tTms of employment. Ne- 
gotiations for a new scale were unsuccessf ,\. 
end the pressmen struck. George L. Berry, inter- 
national president, derlarerl (lie strike outlawed 
because it violated the agreement of the press- 
men to arbitrate when negotiations failed, and 
ha? issued a call to presr men all over the coun- 
try to come to Ne\v York and break the strike. 


That is thr true spirit of unionism, too often 


forgotten in the heat of controversy because it 
i? hut natural for a lewder to regard w i t h Icvii- 
ence-the laches of his supporters. But it is I ho 
tradition of the newspaper unions to stand l«y 
the letter and the spirit of their contracts. This 
i= the second time that an international union 
l.a? vetoed and condemned the action of its great 
New York local in striking against its agree- 
ment. 


The incident is of little importance, perhaps, 


particularly at this distance. We mention it 
because it affords an excellent example of the 
loyalty and sense, of honor which pervades tho 
mass of the organization of workers engaged 
in the production of newspapers, and because 
ive believe that when a man or an organization 
stands by a pledge at some cost, public approval 
is its due. 


Unionism is never so strongly vindicated as 


when it demonstrates responsibility and good 
faith in its dealings with employers. This im- 
mediate and fearless decision of President Ber- 
ry and his international officers will stand as 
a buttress in the structure of labor organiza- 
tion. as evidence that unionism seeks not only 
to improve the condition of the workers, but 
also to return reciprocal advantages to the em, 
plover in the way of security, loyalty and re- 
sponsibility.
